INTERNATIONAL, EXPORT SALES MANAGEMENT FIRM, 

THAT JAPANESE MARKET "IS A GOLD MINE - THERE IS 
ALMOST NOTHING YOU CAN'T SELL". LARGE JAPANESE 
TRADING FIRMS HAVE REVERSED THEIR ATTITUDES AND 
ARE ACTIVELY SEEKING IMPORTS. CONSUMER GOODS HAVE 
BECOME CENTER OF ATTENTION, BUT US PIRM MUST TAILOR 
PRODUCT TO JAPANESE MARKET AND OPFER LOCAL FACILITIES 
AND SERVICING. 

20. PEARLSTINE (WSJ, TOKYO) REPORTS PRESIDENT'S 
SOYBEAN EXPORT CONTROLS ARE STRAINING IMPORTANT 

AGRICULTURAL RELATIONS WITH JAPAN, MAKING IT MUCH 
MORE DIFFICULT TO FORCE OPEN DOORS TO ORANGE AND 
OTHER CROPS THAT AREN'T IN SHORT SUPPLY. CONTROLS

SELF-SUPFICIENT, AND TO DEMANDS THAT JAPAN PURCHASE 
MORE AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS PROM OTHER COUNTRIES AND RELY 
LESS HEAVILY ON US. ROGERS AND US TRADE AND AGRICULTURE 
OFPICIALS RECOGNIZE SERIOUSNESS OF JAPANESE CONCERN, 

AND ARGUE THAT EXPORT RESTRICTIONS ARE TEMPORARY,

26. HAYWARD (CSM, SOROAKA) REPORTS ON INTERNATIONAL 
NICKEL COMPANY PLANS TO SPEND $135 MILLION TO BUILD 
PLANT, COMMUNITY, ROADS, AND EUEL PIPLINE IN NEXT 

3 YEARS IN THIS REMOTE PART OF SULAWESI (CELEBES) 

ISLAND. REASON IS EABULOUSLY RICH NICKEL DEPOSITS 
SO CLOSE TO SUREACE THAT INCO WILL ONLY HAVE TO SCRAPE 
AWAY OVERBURDEN OE EARTH. INCO OEFICIALS CONEIRM

27. WSJ REPORTS AUSTRALIA IS STUDYING "FRINGE BANKING" 
ACTIVITIES WITH EYE TO TRIMMING OPERATIONS OE EOREIGNERS. 
AUSSIE EEDERAL LAW IS STRICT ON TRADITIONAL BANKING 
OPERATIONS. EOREIGNERS HAVEN'T BEEN ALLOWED SINCE 

1945 TO OPEN OEFICES. SO THEY, AND MANY AUSTRALIANS, 

HAVE MOVED INTO RETAIL CREDIT, AUTO EINANCING, SAVINGS 
AND LOAN INSTITUTIONS, MERCHANT BANKING, AND THE 
LIKE - NONE OF WHICH FALLS INTO NARROW DEFINITIONS

OF COVER-UP BY THE NIXON ADMINISTRATION." RECALLS 

THAT PENTAGON IN 1971 AND AGAIN LAST MONTH PROVIDED 
CONGRESS WITH REPORTS FALSELY INDICATING THAT NO SUCH 
BOMBINGS HAD EVER TAKEN PLACE. PRESIDENT HIMSELF CON- 
TRIBUTED TO THE FALSIEIED RECORD WHEN HE REPORTED 
ON APRIL 30,970, ON THE EVE OF THE CAMBODIAN 
INVASION: "FOR FIVE YEARS, NEITHER THE UNITES STATES 
NOR SOUTH VIETNAM HAS MOVED AGAINST THESE ENEMY SANCTUARIES 
(INSIDE CAMBODIA) BECAUSE WE DID NOT WISH TO VIOLATE

COMPLETION OP KOREAN ARMED PORCES MODERNIZATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROGRAM IN 1975, SOURCES SAID THAT THE PIVE-YEAR 
$2.5 BILLION PROGRAM HAS PALLEN BEHIND SCHEDULE 
BECAUSE OP LAGGING CONGRESSIONAL SUPPORT, AND THAT 
IT MIGHT TAKE ANOTHER THREE TO FIVE YEARS TO 
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COMPLETE. OBSERVES ALSO THAT SOURCES NOW REEER 
TO US TROOPS IN KOREA AS PART OP A BROAD, REGIONAL
